TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTi’. 

May it please your Majesty — 

I have the honour of submitting to Your Majesty the following 
Report on Queen’s College, Cork, for the Academic Session 
1883-84, in compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland (8 and 9 Vic., c. 6, s. 20), 
and in accordance with the College Statutes. 

Since my last Report, the chair of Greek, vacant by the 
resignation of Professor Vaughan Boulger, M.A., has been filled 
by the appointment of William Ridgeway, M.A., Fellow of 
GonviUe and Oaius College, Cambridge ; and the chair of Mid- 
wifery, vacant by the resignation of Dr. Macnaughton Jones, has 
been filled by the appointment of Henry Corby, B.A, m.d. Pend- 
ing the appointment of a successor to Dr. Read, late Professor of 
Logic and Metaphysics, the duties of the chair have been very 
satisfactorily performed by Professor Malet. The chair will be 
filled up before the beginning of next session. I regret that Dr. 
Matthias O’Keeffe, Professor of Materia Medica, died at the close 
of the medical session. Dr. O’Keeffe, who was an excellent 
teacher, also lectured on Medical Jurisprudence. As we have not 
a professorship for that subject, I hope this want will be supplied 
before the beginning of next session, as it would be difficult to 
find a successor to Dr. O’Keeffe, equally competent and willing to 
teach two such important subjects as Materia Medica and Medical 
Jurisprudence. If a new chair is established, it should be one of 
Public Health, including Legal Medicine, rather than of Medical 
Jurisprudence only 

At the entrance examination in October, and the supplementary 
examinations, 83 candidates presented themselves (of whom 11 
had also passed the matriculation examination of the Royal 
University) ; of these 32 pas,sedand 6 were reje«'ted; 19 students

were admitted on the matriculation examination of the Royal 
University, and 2 from other universities and colleges, making 
in all 53 new matriculated students ; 14 also entered as non- 
matriculated students, so that the total number of new students 
was 67. The total number of students on the books of the college 
for the session was 298, of whom 278 were matriculated and 20 
non-matriculated. 

As might have been anticipated, from the disturbing effects of 
the dissolution of the Queen’s University, and the establishment 
of a new university, with which the College has no official con- 
nexion, the number of new students last session was smaller than 
the preceding year, when, as I pointed out in my last Report, the 
number had been abnormally increased by the premature entrance 
of a number of students who had been preparing for the College, in 
order that they might secure the protection provided by the Act of 
Parliament for students of the Queen’s Colleges. The total num- 
ber of students was, however, considerable, when we take into 
account the disorganizing effects of the recent changes, and the 
uncertainty and doubt created in the minds of students about to 
commence their university studies. The students who had 
already commenced their studies in the College, and who were in 
a position to judge of its great advantages, continued to reside, 
so that the numbers of second, third, and fourth year’s students 
were unusually large. 

In the Appendix (A. pp. 24 to 28,) I have given the usual de- 
tailed statistical information about the College. 

The dissolution of the Queen’s University, and the absence of any 
direct connexion between the College and the new University, 
which was intended to be, to some extent, a substitute for its 
own proper University, has greatly weakened the disciplinary 
powers of the College authorities, and left the students to their 
own devices, free to attend lectures or not as they please. We 
are, consequently, no longer able to enforce a regular attendance 
at the lectures of the arts professors, according to a regular college 
curriculum, as a condition for obtaining a degree in arts. 

Notwithstanding the disorganization necessarily resulting from 
this state of things, and the introduction of the regulations of a 
new university, the discipline was, on the whole, fairly maintained 
during the ses,sion, and no serious misconduct caUing for the 
action of the Council occurred until the excitement which usually 
accompanies a Parliamentary election everywhere afforded an op- 
portunity to a small number of students, apparently desirous of 
injuring the College in every way they could, to commit breaches 
of discipline themselves, and lead others astray. I was re- 
luctantly obliged to bring the conduct of a number of these 
students under the notice of the. Council. Notwithstanding 
that we used every legitimate means in our power to re- 
store discipline and punish those who were the promoters of 
disorder, we failed in convicting all. A few, among whom were, 
unfortunately, two of the most culpable, escaped. The chief 
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of Qiieen^s College, Cork. 

promoter of the opposition to the authorities of the College 
was, however, rusticated for eighteen months. Another, whose 
position of Senior Scholar added greatly to the gravity of his 
offence, was deprived of his scholarship, a few were moderately 
fined, and the rest admonished. Mr. J. J. Lynch who was rusti- 
cated, Mr. E. R. Hennessy, who was deprived of his scholarship, 
and the students who were fined, appealed from the decision of the 
Council to the Visitors, and were granted an extraordinary visita- 
tion. This was held at the College on the 16th of May last, and 
the following day. The Visitors confirmed the sentence of rusti- 
cation upon Mr. Lynch, but substituted a fine for deprivation in Mr. 
Hennessy’s case, and remitted the fine in the case of one student 
who had been less culpable than the others upon whom fines had 
been inflicted. The Visitors upheld the action of the Council gene- 
rally, and their judgment delivered by the Lord Chancellor will do 
much to define and establish the authority of the President and 
of the Council in maintaining discipline, both within and without 
the precincts cf the College. This judgment will be found at 
p. 15. 

Berkeley Hall is now finished, and will be formally opened on 
the 10th of September next. As this is the first Hall erected 
under 'the Colleges Act in connexion with any of the Queen’s 
Colleges, I hope its success will be so great as to encourage the 
foundation of other halls. 

Mr. Howard Grubb has completed the fine transit instrument 
for the Crawford Observatory, upon the construction of which he 
has been for some time engaged. The Observatory will be in full 
working order this year. 

The Botanic Garden and Plant House are in excellent order, 
but there is pressing need of a propagating house, and of some 
provision for growing aquatic and succulent plants requiring heat, 
and especially of a house for our fine orange trees and other trees 
requiring only partial shelter. From want of such shelter we run 
great risk of losing this part of our collection. I trust that pro- 
vision will be made in next year’s estimates for these additions, 
so as to enable us to preserve and increase our excellent teaching 
collection of plants. This year the islands and grounds along 
the river Lee have been, laid out with a view of adding to our 
Botanic Garden collections of wood and water plants, and at the 
same time of improving the College grounds, and giving shelter 
by planting, and better protection to the whole place. 

The aquarium of the Biological Laboratory will be made this 
year. The Anatomical and Pathological Museum is now arranged, 
and several additions contimie to bo regularly made to it. The 
collection of Indian and other eastern drugs, to which I referred 
in my last Report, has been added to the Materia Medica Museum, 
which can now bear comparison with the coiTes])onding depart- 
ment of any other medical school. 
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The Mineralogical and Geological Museum has been prepared for 
a complete re-arrangement, which has been already partly made, 
and win, I hope, be completed during the ensuing session. We 
shall be able, to fill up some gaps and otherwise increase the 
collections. 

In furtherance of the suggestion I made in my last Report, 
respecting the formation of a Technical Museum, 1 have got to- 
gether the beginning of a fair collection of raw materials, &c., 
which only awaits some suitable cases to exhibit it. We 
propose to temporarily exhibit the collection in the College 
cloisters. Such a collection cannot fail to be of the greatest use 
to the students of the Engineering and Practical Science Depart- 
ment, and also to the people of Cork and its vicinity generally. 

I have repeatedly mentioned the necessity which exists for a 
new library and a new chemical Laboratory. I hope that the 
result of the attacks which have been made on the College, and 
of the inquiry by the Commis.sion appointed for the purpose by 
His Excellency, the Lord Lieutenant, into the allegations made 
in the newspapers and elsewhere, will be to largely increase the 
interest already taken by the people of Cork and of the south of 
Ireland generally in the College, and that some means may be 
devised for making its great advantages more acceptable to all 
classes, and thus leave it free to perform the high functions which 
it ought and would perform.

Extea OKDINABY Visitation, 

Held Thursday, 16th May, 1884. 

Visitors present— The Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Leinster, 
the President of the King and Queen’s College of Physicians— 
(Dr, Moore), and the President of the Royal College of 
Surgeons — (Mr. Wheeler.) 

The object of the Visitation vfsa to hear the appeal of Mr. Lynch, 
a<^ainst a sentence of rustication to the end of the session 1884-5, pro- 
nounced by the Council, for hardng been chairman of a certain meeting 
said to have been held on the 23rd of Febraary, 1884, in the Barrack- 
street Band-room, and of another meeting held on the 7th March also 
of Mr. Edmond Hennessy, against the sentence of the Council depriving 
him of his Senior Scholarship in Chemistry— for having been 
present at the same meetings, and for refusing to assist the Council in 
maintaining discipline by refusing to answer questions regarding those 
meetrnos; also of Mr. J. Kearney and Mr. D. O’Callaghan, Scholars, 
fined £2 for the same offence ; and Mr. 111111™! M'Sweeney, Scholar, 
fined f 1, for having been present at the second meeting, and similarly 
refusing. 

Mr. Lynch’s appeal was first heard. 

Mr. Lynch raised the point that he was pimished for having been 
chahrman of a meeting said to have been held on the 23rd February, 
when he could show that no meeting was held on that day. The 
Visitors decided that what appeared to bo a clerical error in the date 
assigned to the meeting was of no consequence supposing the meeting 
to have been really held approximately at that date. 

Mr Lynch then complained that the Council had not complied with 
the application that he made for a copy of the statute which he vyas 
said to have violated, and also to command the attendance at the Visita- 
tion of certain students whom he required as witnesses.^ 

Mr. Lynch then proceeded to address the Visitors in support of his 
appeal. He said he would show that the sentence of the Council was the 
remit of a prejudice against him, especially on the part of the President, 
and of Professor Armstrong. And he related several cu-cumstances 
which he believed led to the prejudice on the part of the President ; also, 
that he would show that there was no sufficient evidence to convict him 
of having been ohaii-man of the meeting in question. Mr. Lynch fm-ther 
argued that there was no published rule agamst political meetings 
outside the College, and refeired to such a meeting on the 18th December, 
1882 for which no punishment had been inflicted. 

Mr Lynch then called Mr. J. P. GaUagher, who stated that when 
examined by the Council he had not stated that Mr. Lynch was chan-man 
of the meeting of the 23rd February ; that, in fact, he was not asked 
at all about that meeting. Cross-e.xamined by the President, he adhered

to the statement that he did not say that Mr. Lynch was in the chair on 
the 23rd February. 

Mr. John Kearney was examined as to the statement made by Ihiu 
that he woiud be persecuted if he said whether Mr. Lyncli was in the 
chair, and in answer to the cross-examination of the President said 
he could not say that he said it. ’ 

Mr. Lynch having called some witnesses, who did not appear, he com- 
plained to the Visitors that two students— Greene and Cotter — who had 
been “ requested ” by the Council to attend, had called on the Registrar 
by whom they were informed that that did not mean that they were 
“ ordered " to attend. 

Professor Jack, Registrar, was then examined by Mr. Lynch Mr 
Lynch's letter, _ ap]ilying for copies of the minutes and the statute 
violated, was laid before the Council and duly considered and referred to 
tile Visitors for instructions. A copy of the minutes, so far as they related 
to li]m, was t]ion. turnislied to liiin, and no order was made in reference 
to the statute. A notice had been posted, calling the attention of 
students to the provisions of Chap. XII. The fact, that students knew 
well they were committing an offence, was shown by the care they took 
to conceal their names. There was no published document in relation 
to such meetings a.s the present. The letters, asking that ivitnesses should 
be summoned, were not referred to the Visitors. 

The Lord Chancellor said as matter of law they could not have asked 
the Visitors to^ give an opinion on this matter at all. The Reo-istrav 
stated he had, in reply to the inquiries of students, told them that the 
meaning of the Council was that they wished students to understand that 
the Council would not consider that they-were placing themselves in a 
hostU^e position to the Council by coming forward to give evidence for 
Mr. Lynch, but that they did not “ require ” them to do so. The Lord 
Chancellor said, this was an error, and that any student appealing was 
entitled to have any student he required as a witness summoned by the 
Council. The Registrar stated that he had told two of the students 
that if they had any evidence to give in favour of Mr. Lynch, as honest 
men, they were bound to come. 

_ The Pi-esideiit examined by Mr. Lynch, was asked, at length as to 
circumstances occurring between the liolding of the meetino-, and his 
Mmging it before the Council, and also, as to the meeting of°the 18tli 
December, and his not having brought it under the notice of the 
Council, in which matter he asserted he exeieised the discretion vested 
in him. Being asked why the Coimcil did not afford Mr. Lynch an 
opportunity of rebutting the evidence against him, explained that tlie 
Council were not in the position of a court of law, but acted in loco 
2 Mrentis towards students under their control and government ; that Mr. 
Lynch was asked in the beginning whether he had been at the meeting, 
and if he had denied it there would have been an end of the matter • he 
refused to answer, and the Council were fully satisfied that he had, in 
fact, been the chaii’man. Examined as to whether the taking no notice 
of the meeting of tlie IStli December did not afford a jirecedent for the 
legality of that of the 23rd February, jjointed out the diherence of the two 
mootings. Was then examined at length as to the details of the pro- 
ceedings of the Council, and as to his own action before bringing the 
matter befoi e the Council ; also, in reference to proceedings con- 
nected with the procession in the evenmg on the 8th March. 

The Visitors then adjourned for a short time. 
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When the Visitors resumed the hearing of the appeal the Kegistrar 
explained that the reason he made the observation to certain students — 
that if they could give any evidence for Mr. Lynch, they were bound, 
as honest men, to do so, was because some of them had asked him 
whether if they appeared before the Visitors they would be bound to 
answer any questions put to them, and on his saying he believed they 
would, they replied that in that case they had better stay away. 

The examination of the .President was then resumed in reference to 
the proceedings of thq I8th December, and his interviews with Mr. 
John Cotter in connexion with it 5 also in reference to his refusal 
two years before to allow a meeting to be held to discuss reforms in 
the college ; also in reference to a meeting proposed to be got up on the 
occasion of the dissolution of the Queen’s University ; also in reference 
to the interview between them in the President’s house in reference 
to the charge of prejudice; also in reference to the meeting in college 
on the 8th of March, when a student, Mr. W. Healy, proposed that 
the students should not accompany the President unless he withdrew 
tlie word mob, and as to the chairman of the meeting of the 7th 
March having spoken in favour of supporting the college authorities. 
In the course of the examination the Lord Chancellor stated in reply 
to Mr. Lynch, “That any evidence that would appear iia the course 
of the visitation establishing the facts upon which the sentence was 
based would go to support that sentence.” Examination continued — 
the President admitted he had refused to hear Mr. Lynch on the 
8th March. Questioned as to whether he did not bring this matter 
before the Council until all the unpleasantness had occurred, denied 
that they had anytihing to do with his bringing it before the Council. 

Mr. James Magner, examined by Mr. Lynch with reference to the 
meeting of the 18th December to his having been sent for by the 
President in reference to it, and to Mr. John Cotter’s having been sent 
for by the President. V^as present at the meeting held on the 22nd 
February. Asked by the President was Mr. Lynch in the chaii’ ; re- 
fused to say, but being directed by the Lord Chancellor to answer, 
said he was ; stated he sent no account of meetings or letters to tlie 
newspapers ; described the object of the meeting of the 22nd February. 

Professor Charles examined by hir. Lynch as to his relations with 
himself and other students being unfiiendly, and as to having' 
discussed these matters with other professors, especially with Professor 
Armstrong, whom he tried to show was acting for Professor Charles, 
in his absence from the Council. 

Professor Armstrong examined by Mr. Lynch as to his having taken 
an active part at the council and as to his communications on the 
subject with Professor Charles, and as to his being influenced against 
him (Mr. Lynch) by the supposition that he supplied the data for the 
attack by the FremiarCs Journal on the Arts Faculty. Stated that he 
considered the discipline of the college had at this time been seiiously 
injured, and that new features had made theii’ appearance in this in- 
quiry. In the course of the examination of this "witness the Loi'd 
Chancellor made the following observations : — “ It has struck us all 
that when before the Council several of the students declined to 
answer, and a very serious question arises on the construction of the 
statutes, whether the students of the college, on matters connected with 
ite discipline are not bound to answer the moment they are asked by 
the Council, as other"wise the discipline of the college might be altogether- 
destroyed.” 
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Mr. P. G. Cotter examined by Mr. Lynch to explain his state- 
ments at council when refusing to answer, that he would take the 
lesser of two evils, stated that he did not dread persecution if he 
answered. 

^ The President then addressed the Visitors, pointing ont the many 
difficulties the authorities of this college had to contend ‘svitli in en- 
deavouring to enforce discipline ; he claimed that in every university 
such^ a meeting as had been held woirld be considered a serious breach 
of discipline — a meeting at which resolutions^ were passed throwhif 
discredit on the college. ' ° 

The Lord Chancellor refused to allow the letter pjinted in the papers 
of the 13th March to be used against Mr. Lynch, as he said that Mr 
Lynch’s comrexion with it had not been established. The President 
argued that it was established that Mr. Lynch had been chairman 
of the meeting, and was given opportunity of repudiating the letter, 
which he declined to do. 

The Lord Chancellor limited the President as to the illegality of the 
meeting either in itself or in consequence of what took place there 
as reported originally. The President argued that the holding of a 
political meeting outside the walls of the college was a breach of dis- 
cipline. He then strongly disclaimed the imputation of prejudice. 

The Pegistrar was then examined as to the proceedings before the 
Council. He had explained to Mr. Lynch when he was called in the 
provisions of the statutes enabling a student to obtain redress in case 
of any ^devance ; also the decision of a previous visitation in respect 
of meetings. Mr. Lynch was shown the letter of the 13th March, and 

was asked was he the chairman of the meeting therein referred to that 

is that of the 22nd^ (23rd) February? It was not considered necessary 
to establish that this letter really described the doings at that meeting ] 
no one denied it. That letter was shown to every student, and was 
taken for granted^ as fairly representing the facts of the meeting, and 
it was never denied. The Pegistrar then stated that he was perfectly 
clear Mr. Gallagher stated that Mi‘. Lynch was chairman of the meet- 
ing of the 23rd February. He was first asked as to the one in which 
he had taken an active part, and afterwards as to the other, and he at 
first said I decline to answer. Then Professor Armstrong turned short 
round on him and said, “Is it not a fact he was in the chair?” 

“ Well, he was,” he said, 

The Pegistrar stated that he took notes of the proceedings, and Pro- 
fessor Armstrong did so also. They met next day and drew up the 
minutes between them, which were afterwards read and adopted at the 
Council. 

Professor Armstrong, re-examined, lonfirmed the statement . about 
Mr. Gallagher. Mr. Lynch was shown the letter of the 13th March, 
and was asked was he the author of it. 

Professor Ijewis examined, sai.d that he remembered that one student 
gave distinct information that Mi'. Lynch was in the chair, but could 
not say whether it was Mr. Gallagher. 

The President applied to examine Mr. Lynch, but the Lord Chan- 
cellor, after consultation with the other Visitors, would not allow an 
appellant to be examined. 

Mr. Lynch then addressed the Couii; on the wdiole case, especially as 
to the meeting of the 18th December forming a precedent. Second; as 
to bis not being responsible for the letter of the 13th March, signed 
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“ Chau’man and Secretary of the Committee.” Thii’d ; lie dwelt on there 
bein» no publication of any rule against meetings. He then proceeded 
to discuss the subject of the fee for third-year anatomy, to which the 
President objected, but the Lord Chancellor allowed him to proceed 
with it, as it might tend to put a different meaning on the letter. 
Mr. Lynch having discussed this matter, the Lord Chancellor pointed 
out the proper course for the students to have pursued, viz., by appeal, 
first to the Council, and afterwards to the Visitors. Lastly ; Mr. Lynch 
submitted there was no evidence to connect him with the meeting of 
the 7th March. 

In reply to the Lord Chancellor, the Registrar stated that he did not 
recollect that his obligation to answer questions was explained to 
Mr. Lynch. Professor Lewis stated that it was explained over and 
over again to the students that they were in statu pupittari, and that 
they seemed to regard it as altogether a strange idea. 

The Registrar stated that there was an abundance of copies of the 
statutes in the library. 

The Visitors then proceeded to hear the appeal of Messrs. Hennessy, 
O’Callaghan, Kearney, and M'Sweeny, for whom Mr. Maurice Healy, 
solicitor, appeared. 

Mr. Healy stated that the only witness that he would examme out- 
side the students themselves was the President. Tire President was 
examined by Mr. Healy to show that there was no evidence before the 
Council that Messrs. Hennessy and O’Callaghan were at the second 
meeting. He was also examined as to his reason for considering the 
meetings a breach of discipline. As to the meeting of the 18th 
December, the President stated, as he had done often before, that ho 
would have taken action against the students taking pai-t in it if he 
could have got evidence. 

The Court then adjourned to the next day. 


At the opening of the Court next day the President raised the point 
that the minutes of the Council were prima facie evidence of the breach 
of discipline, and that the onus lay on the students to disprove it. He 
also objected to the manner in which students were allowed to examine 
the President and members of the Cormcil. The Lord Chancellor held 
that it was in order that the President should be examined, but that 
there were two ways of doing it, and that it would be well if the more 
moderate way had been adopted. , , „ , , i r 

The President was then examined by Mr. Healy as to the gi-ounds ot 
the illegality of the meetings, also as to the reports in the papers being 
the only evidence that the Council really had. The President stated 
that the letter and paper were shorvn to the students, and the onus 
rested on them to prove that the statements were not true. ^ 

Mr. John Cotter was examined in reference to the meeting ol the 
18th December, of which he was chairman, and as to the students not 
knowing that it was a breach of discipiline, but, in answer to the Presi- 
dent, admitted that it was stated as one of their grievances that the 
Council precluded them from the right to cUscuss politics either within 

or outside the College. -t , -it. 

Mr. B. R. Hennessy examined by Mr. Healy. While he was pre- 
sent no committee was appointed to lay any matter before t^e Trish 
ParUamentary party. He did not approve of the j'folntmn as published 
in the paper ; was not at the second meetmg ; said that the resolutions 
proposed at the meeting were, “That we support the candidature of 
Mrf John Deasy;” “That the constitution of the Queens Colleges 
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needs reform ; ’’ “ That a committee be appointed to lay this before the 
projjer authorities.” An amendment was proposed that a committee be 
appointed for the present, and the amendment was carried. Did not 
hear a motion put that the pre.sident of the meeting .should appoint s 
committee. ^ 

Mr. William M'Sweeny examined. In reply to the Lord Chancellor 
stated that he was at the meeting in Barrack-street band-room ■ that 
the meeting was summoned by advertisement that morning, without 
knowledge of the President’s meeting, had nothing to do with gettino 
up the meeting. The speaker mentioned in the report as Mr. Evan was 
in fact Mr. William Healy. 

This concluded the evidence. 

The President then spoke on behalf of the Council. He quoted the 
jiaiagraph from the address to Mr. Parnell to show that the students 
knew that the meetings were forbidden. He next pointed out that the 
resolutions printed in the paper were shown to the students, who did 
not repudiate them, and now, for the first time, they heard that the 
resolutions passed at the meetings were reaUy different from those 
prmted in the paper. He pointed out that in Mr. Hennessy’s case the 
Council could not allow a student to remain in the position of a senior 
scholar who attended such meetings. The President desired to examine 
Professor Ridgeway as to the practice at Cambridge, but the Lord 
Chancellor would not allow him, as they did not know the statutes of 
Cambridge, and the case must be decided by the statutes of the Cork 
College. The President claimed that the Coimcil, acting in loco parentis 
were not bound to call witnesses to support any charge against a 
student. They had a right to ask, nay even to compel, a student to 
prove that the charge was wrong. 

Mr. Healy was proceeding to address the Court, when the President 
objected, but the Lord Chancellor directed Mr. Healy to proceed 
Mr. Healy then addressed the Court, with the object of showing tli.it 
the acts which his clients had committed did not constitute a breach of 
discipline. The meetings were not forbidden by the statutes of the 
College, and were not contrary to moral law or the law of the land, 
and the Council had published no rule against them, as they were given 
express power to do. He claimed that it did not constitute a breach of 
disciifiine for students to exin-ess an opinion on the great question of 
university education, though they slioidd not criticise publicly the 
action of the Oouncn or professors ; and he stated that his clients were 
not brought into comiexion with the letters which appeared in the 
papers. 

As to the meeting of the 7th March, he contended that in itself it 
was not illegal, and that his clients attended it in support of the Colle»e 
authorities. He called attention to the disparity that existed between 
the sentences on Mr. Hennessy and the others, for which there was, 
he asserted, no ground, and again claimed that the real blame lay 
With the Council for not liaving promulgated proper rules. 

The Court having inquired the exact effect of the rustication of 
Mr. Lynch, and bemg informed that the result was. that he should take 
out the course of operative surgery elsewhere than in the College, he 
having all his other lectures already taken out, retired to consider their 
decision. 
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The Lord Chancellor delivered thQ Judgment of the Court, saying : — 

Having heard these appeals, we are now in a position to give judg- 
ment upon them ; and before I enter u]Don the particular cases it is 
right to make one or two observations about the authority under which 
we sit and what is our duty. We are Visitors of the College, and as 
such constituted a Court of Apj^eal of the very highest order, and 
inasmuch as the sentence of this Court is a final one, it is the 
more necessary and incumbent to consider the cases with very 
great care, this we have done, both while they were going on and 
since they have concluded. We sit here to adjudicate on the question 
raised by the appellants — whetlier each of them is guilty or not of 
the offence which the Council of the College has found them guilty 
of 1 And here it is right to state that we totally and entirely differ 
from the view the President presents. It may be all right in his 
point of view, but I don’t think it is sustainable in law, that we are 
bound to assume and be bound by the decision of the College Council 
in reference to each and every one of these cases. If such were the 
rule of law, this appeal would be a very worthless business ; but there 
is no such rule. We have, in accordance with precedents and in 
accordance with settled authority, considered that where the Council 
have heard the case of the student, and have come to a conclusion 
against him, that, prima facie, until the decision of the Council is dis- 
placed, the omts lies upon the appellant to sho'w that the sentence is 
wrong ; and Mr. Lynch, as appellant himself, and Mr. Healy, acting for 
the other four students who have been sentenced, have taken upon 
themselves that responsibility, and it is very right and clear that that 
position should be accurately defined. 

The sentence of the Council of a College on appeal is examinable like 
every other sentence, it may be bad upon the face of it, and immediately 
reqiure reversal, or it may be good upon the face of it, as the sentences 
are all here, and it may have been supported by insufficient evidence — 
either evidence that in point of fact did not warrant the conclusion arrived 
at, or evidence which though it warranted the conclusion arrived at, 
yet in point of law was not admissible. And the discipline of the 
College would not suffer in the smallest degree by its being distinctly 
understood that though every possible support, prima facie, is to be given 
to the decision of the Council of the College, acting fairly and without 
prejudice as between man and man, and animated with an anxious and 
deep desire to sustain tlie discipline of the College, they are still to 
be exposed to all the consequences of an improper or illegal sentence, 
if the appellant is able to show by the evidence given here or otherwise 
that the sentences camiot be sustained. 

Now the appeal of Mr. Lynch, the sentence on whom has been one 
of rustication to the end of the Session 1885, is grounded, I am sorry 
to say — indeed we all feel deeply with respect to this aspect of his 
appeal, as far as it is rested on the following point — that he was con- 
demned by reason of certain members of Council being prejudiced 
against him. I can conceive no charge more worthy of being repro- 
bated, if it is untrue, and if it is not founded on fact. The case of a 
student of a College always requires most tender care at the hands of 
the authorities of a College, if through prejudice or want of fair play 
he is sentenced and condemned, he is doubly wi’onged, and it is almost 
inconceivable that men in positions of authority in a College, could be 
actuated by motives so very unworthy as personal pique towards a stu- 
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dent, to work out liis destruction by gratifying feelings of that de- 
scription. The attitude of Mr. Lyncli during the examination and we 

made great allowance for him beyond doubt — has been very much I 
think, directed towards the sustainment of that charge against the 
Council, and the questions, and the manner in which they were ad- 
dressed to the President show that. Of that the President complained 
but in his case, as well as in the case of every other witness in a court 
of justice, it is very liard to measure the limits to which an examiner 
should be allowed to go while he appears to be endeavouring to get 
at the truth. The President has complained of the manner of putting 
those questions, and now that the case is over, we think he was justi- 
fied in making that complaint, because we have come to the conclu- 
sion that in passing this sentence .upon Mr. Lynch, prejudice against 
him or want of fair play had no place whatever. When the Council con- 
sidered his case they came to the best conclusion they could upon it 

they considered that he was ringleader of the disturbance, as is mani- 
fest on the minutes and on the evidence of the President, and they 
awarded such j)unishment as they thought should fall to Ms lot. It 
is an unfortunate circumstance, most unquestionably, and, I dare say, 
this has put it into Mr. Lynch’s mind that prejudice, at all events on 
the part of the President as head of the Council, existed, that before 
this investigation took place, a very unpleasant altercation occurred 
between himself and the President. It was a great pity that such hot 
words were interchanged, and it is really difficult well to understand 
how this matter arose. But some language of a very extreme character 
must have been used by Mr. Lynch when the result was that the 
President substantially ordered him to quit Ms room, and it is quite 
possible that that very unpleasant altercation may have rankled in Mr. 
Lynch’s mind and may have led him to believe that all were either 
combining with the President in working out this business against Jiim, 
or were actuated by some feeling springing out of this altercation. 

We have come to the conclusion that this appeal, as far as it rests on 
the statement that the members of Council in sentencing Mr. Lynch 
were actuated by prejudice, has no basis whatever. The Council are 
entitled to the statement of that conclusion on our part, which we have 
clearly come to ; and above all, the President, wlio is charged here with 
duties of a very difficult character, and duties which are rendered still 
more embarrassing by wliat really appears to be a very strong attempt 
■ on the part of some person or persons to disturb the discipline and the 
well-being of the College itself. 

Having read the minutes of the Council, one is greatly struck at the 
fact that some of those students declined to answer any question what- 
ever put to them by the Council ; and with regard to that, we want 
liere, for the guidance of the Council as well as of the students, to 
declare, in the most positive manner, that any student summoned before 
the Council who declines to answer a question put to him as to his own 
conduct, is guilty of a most serious breach of discipline towards the 
College. He is bound to answer. However, there are two sides to this 
business, for we are glad to find that a great rnany students did answer, 
though they exposed themselves by their answers to very serious conse- 
quences, as in the case of Mr. Hennessy and the other three scholars for 
whom Mr. Healy appeared ; and it is satisfactory to find that that line 
of conduct predominated undoubtedly among the nineteen or twenty 
students examined before the Council. The great majority had the 
good sense and fahness to acknowledge tlie justice of their position as 
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piq}ils wlien they were such. It may be a very serious question 
whether a student, particularly a scholar, is not bound to answer every 
question put to him by the Council, even when it refers to matters 
beyond his own conduct ; but of that I say nothing here, as it does not 

arise. But unfortunately, in the case of Mr. Lynch, he thought fit 

most imprudently I think myself— substantially to defy the Council, 
and to give them no information whatever, either as to himself or to 
anybody else. He raised a point, in the first instance, that he was con- 
demned for attending a meeting on the 23rd February, when there was 
no meeting at all ; but there was no point in that, either in law or good 
sense, for it was shown that this arose from taking the date from the 
newspaper of the 23rd February containing the repoH of a meeting the 
day before. The meeting was held on the 22nd, but all through the 
proceedings the clerical error was made of calling it the meeting of the 
23rd February. There is nothing whatever in that point. We are 
clearly of opinion, on the evidence before us, that Mr. Lynch was chair- 
man of the meeting held on the 22 jk 1 February, and we are as clearly 
of opinion, having heard the evidence given here, that the Council, on 
the evidence before them, came to a right conclusion on that point also. 
And we wish it to be distinctly understood that we think Mr. Gallagher 
is mistaken in what he stated here. We believe he did state to the 
Council, on the. occasion of the investigation, that Mr. Lynch was chair- 
man of the meeting, and that he afterwards persuaded himself, in some 
way or another, that he did not. 

I am far from saying that he was not wishing here to tell tlie truth, 
being a sworn witness under the great sanction of his oath ; but it is 
proved by witnesses of the most unimpeachable character — and I say 
that \vithout any reference to his veracity — that he made that state- 
ment. It is solemnly recorded on the minutes that he did say that 
]Mr. Lynch was chairman of the meeting of the 23rd February, and we 
think that the letter he wrote was the result, at all events, of some 
misconception or hallucmation that grew on his mind subsequent to his 
examination before the Council. Now, that being so, we have to con- 
sider whether the Council, having it proved before them that Mr. Lynch 
was present as chairman of the meeting of the 22nd February, whether 
they were right in considering that a grievous breach of discipline, and 
whether they are further right in attaching a sentence of rustication to 
the end of the session 1884-5, having regard to his insubordination, in 
declining to answer any questions as to his conduct at that meeting. 
Now it is admitted, and always has been admitted at Visitations at 
which I have presided here, that there is no written rule which 
prohibits meetings outside the College, either connected with political 
purposes, or for the piu’pose of altei-ing the constitution or rules of the 
College, or discussing supposed grievances against the authorities of the 
College. The College Council contend, and have ahvays done so at 
previous Visitations, that under chap. XV., clause 6, in the first 
section, if you find a meeting of such a character that it constitutes 
a grievous offence against College discipline, it is unlawful in itself 
(juoacl College discipline, and constitutes the very offence mentioned in 
that 6th clause. 

As against this it is suggested, and suggested with some force I 
must confess, that the students may possibly have been led astray, 
in reference to this meeting of the 22nd February, the nature of which 
I will come to in a moment, by a matter that occuiTed in December, 
1882, namely, the presentation of an address not having been taken 
notice of, and that acting under the double influence of there being no 
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written rule, and an address of a very strong i>olitical character 
having been on that occasion presented to a Avell-known political gentle- 
man, they were thrown olf their guard and led astray into being present 
at this meeting of the 22nd February. Now, in the case of ]\Ir. Lynch, 
it is very unfortunate that he did not make that, case at the Council, 
and say, “ I was the chairman of the meeting, but I really did not think 
I was offending against the College rules, and I was led astray by wliat 
had occuiTed on a former occasion.’’ Had he taken that course, and 
said, “ I will not offend again similarly,” it is perfectly possible, cer- 
tainly on the evidence of the President, that no more might have been 
heard of the matter. But unfortunately, fmm the insubordinate course 
that he took, he has fastened on himself this conclusion — that he declines 
to say whether he was chaii’man of a meeting, which is proved homo 
against him, and has then to answer for the character of the meeting 
over which he presided. 

We are not certain that it would not have been much better for the 
President to have followed up the offence of December, 1882, by an 
investigation, and we are not at all certain that the presentation of that 
address did not constitute a most grievous breach of discipline of the 
College. We think it would have been better that it had been followed 
up. The President has given a reasonable excuse, namely, that having 
tried his best to get at those who were at the bottom of it, he failed to 
get evidence sufficient, in his opinion, to bring before the Council, and 
thought it better, on the whole, to abandon it. But it is the very 
circumstance — very curiously — of the abandonment of that investigation 
that has been strongly urged here, on behalf of all the appellants, as 
leading them to the conclusion that they committed no offence in holding 
this meeting of the 22nd February of the present year. 

Well, when one looks at the report of the proceedings connected with 
that presentation, and the evidence of Mr. Cotter here to-day, it is a 
most remarkable circumstance unquestionably that it was then openly 
stated and complained of that one of the grievances .College students 
laboured under was the impossibility of their lawfully discussing politics 
outside or within the College. It makes it almost notorious, having 
regard to that being published in the newspapers, that the students, 
at all events to a great extent, were aware that it was illegal to hold 
these political meetings inside or outside the College. It has been 
very fairly relied on as showing that this thing about not knowing 
that the meeting of the 22nd February was a breach of discipline is 
an idle and shallow pretext, and affords no reason whatever for gettmg 
out of the consequences of being there present. 

Now, this meeting that was held on the 22nd February was a very 
remarkable meeting, and we entertain no doubt whatever, having reganl 
to the resolutions passed at that meeting, that it constituted the very 
highest breach of College discipline, and if such meetings are allowed 
to go on with impunity no discipline can henceforth be maintained in 
this College. An election it appears was nigh at hand in Cork at 
the time, and the fir.st resolution passed at this meeting, as reported in 
the newspapers, was — “ That the students of the Queen’s College, Cork, 
who are electors of the borough of Cork, support the candidature of 
Mr. Deasy.” (Intemrptions.) 

It makes no matter who the candidate is, you may substitute any 
one name for another ; for I need not say that on this question of 
political meetings, the ^political opinion of the majority is not the 
question that is of moment. The question that is of moment is the 
impossibility of maintaining the discipline of the College, and of letting 
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students have a fair opportunity of advancing themselves through College 
life, if they are to be distracted by holding political m6etings“at ivhich 
there are sure to be differences of opinion, which must result in counter 
meeting of other members ; meetings going on day after day, and nivht 
after night, ending in disaster to tlieii- own prospects and destruction to 
the well-being of the College. Kot satisfied with that resolution they 
passed a second, which is far more objectionable in my opinion That 
we, the Cork students of the Eoyal University, consider tlie consti- 
tution of the Queen’s College, Cork, needs reform.” It is undoubtedly 
a very curious circumstance that the students of the College, embracino- 
boys of a sufficiently tender age up to persons not yet twenty-one, or just 
over it, take upon themselves, at jniblic meeting assembled, to consider 
the constitution of the Cork Queen’s College. Tliis it is not their 
business to do, and constitutes in itself a grievous breach of College 
discipline. If these grievances exist, there are remedies for them to be 
applied by wisei heads than the students. If there is anythin^ con- 
nected with the College wliich a student feels he is injuriously affected 
by, or any proceeding under which he is aggrieved, the statutes of the 
College show him the mode by which that is to be removed ; he can 
address the Visitors of the College for the purpose of having that 
rectified or inquired into, and if the Visitors on any given ocea,sion are 
unable to have a grievance rectified, it would be theii- duty to report to 
the Crown on the siibject. 

But that students of themselves are to take into their heads that 
tlie constitution of the College requires reforms, and try to work out 
these reforms by meetings outside the College — why that puts an end 
to everything connected with the discipline of the College, if allowed to 
go on. A.ndthat is. our deliberate and strong conviction. The next 
resolution is : — “ That a committee be appointed to confer with the Irish 
Parliamentary Party as to the best means for carrying these resolutions 
into practical effect.” Well, if the second resolution is objectionable, 
tins made it highly more so. Of course men in the all-important position 
of members of Parliament, who had the making of the laws for this 
kingdom and the people in it, were quite at liberty of then own motion 
to take up this subject, and to deal with it ; but that they were to be 
put in motion by a number of the students of the College itself appears 
to be a most irregular and wild theory to adopt or sanction. Mr. 
Hennessy, the scholar, who has been examined, has given a different 
complexion to this third resolution, and I am not saying that his 

evidence is not correct. He is of opinion that it ran in this form : 

That a committee be appointed to confer with the proper authorities,” 
which, of course, would make a resolution of a very different character, 
and that no committee was appointed for the purpose of carrying out 
the second resolution. 

Some days after this, on the 13th of March, a letter ap23eared in the 
newspapers, bringing a new subject of controversy into the discussion, 
namely, a question connected with the fees charged in some depart 
meuts of the anatomical school- --a very' strong letter and signed by 
the “ Chairman of the Meeting and. Chairman of Committee.” 

Who wrote that letter nobody knows. There is no earthly doubt 
that neither of the four scholars, Mr. Hennessy, Mr. M‘Sweeny, Mr. 
Kearney, or Mr. O’Callaghan, had anything to do with it. We are in 
the dark as to wliether Mr. Lynch had or not ; all it is necessary for 
us to say is, we have no proof against him tliat he Iiad anything to 
say to that letter. 

B 2 
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Herefore, -we ■will not take it into consideration against him, as le- 
gitimately affecting the sentence passed upon him by the CouncU. 

Now, the Council having before them his refusal to answer, ha-ving 
it proved that he was chairman of this meeting, and this meeting 
being a gi-ievous breach of discipline, in our opinion, the question 
arises whether they have passed a right and proper sentence on Mr. 
Lynch. I believe these are the only elements to be taken into consi- 
deration against him. "We do not think there is suffioieut evidence 
to show that he was chairman of the meeting of the 7th March. The 
President is of opinion that any meeting of students held outside the 
walls of the College, for any purpose — even for the innocent purpose 
of founding a cricket club— without the authority of the Council, 
would be illegal, but it is not necessary for us to go so far as that at 
present. That -view might of course be sustained in this way — that a 
meeting called ostensibly for the purposes of a cricket club, might at 
any moment be turned into a meeting for a wholly different object, 
and that it is better that the Council should have the power of veto 
as to all and every meeting. I dare say that is the way the matter 
will be maintained hereafter, if it should come to be discussed; but 
we do not lay dowm as a i-ule or legal proposition any formula so 
strong as the President has laid down. But we lay down this, follow- 
ing the decision of the Visitors, in 1873— that any meeting held out- 
side the walls of the college, without the consent of the Council, which 
is of a political character, or which is to alter the constitution of the 
colleo-e, or to assail the Professors of the college, that that is a griev- 
ous breach of discipline, and cannot be allowed, and that the students 
must conform to that law, or take the consequences. Nothing but 
distraction from the .studies which students ought to pursue, nothing 
but continual embarrassment, and fighting between the Council and 
the students, nothing but these serious consequences must ensue, if 
meetings are allowed of that character. It is of great moment that 
students of a college should have time to pause on those questions of 
political opinion ; they are really training themselves up for life while 
they are within the walls of a college, and for their own sake ought to 
be spared discussing politics too early or too soon. The time will come 
when they will have plenty of oioportunity of doing all that, and when 
they can do it better, as they will be better fitted to form sound oifinions, 
Assailing the Professors of the college, and the stipends they enjoy, 
and the fees they levy for one thing or another, is a thing that can- 
not be tolerated. If students think they have cause to complain in 
this respect, it is a matter to be inquu-ed into by the Visitors of the 
college on appeal. And I must say than as long as I have been con- 
nected with the college as Visitor, which is now a considerable number 
of years. His G-race the Duke of Leinster and the gentlemen who have 
from time to time occupied the distinguished post of President of the 
Kincf and Queen’s College of Physicians, and President of the Eoyal 
College of Surgeons, have, to my certain knowledge, never shirked the 
trouble of coming down on extraordinary visitations if the exigencies 
of the case required it, and they have immediately answered the appeal 
of the students when they thought there were grounds for it. And 
there never can be any real grievance connected with money demands m 
the college that they will not be ready to inquire into. 

If this small thing about the anatomy fees has any foundation of 
a grievance in it, I am sure the Visitors will be very ready to 
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inquire into it, and if they find that the students have been illegally 
charged, they will not alone put a stop to it, but have every penny 
wrongfully charged paid back to them, and give a severe lecture to any 
professor insisting upon an unauthorized fee. But it was a very un 
reasonable thing to write such a letter as appeared in the papers on the 
subject. That letter reflected in the very highest degree \;pon the 
character of the professor that is pointed at, suggesting the meanness of 
this mode of increasing his salary being paramount in his mind. 'Who- 
ever has \vritten that letter has incurred a grievous responsibility, and 
we agree with the President that if it were brought home to a student 
his immediate expulsion would be a matter for serious consideration. 

. Passing by these general topics, let us approach this case of Mr. Lynch. 
He has failed in his appeal, in proving to us that his sentence has 
been the result of any prejudice or a want of fair play. He has given 
us no assistance himself, by the course he took before the Council, 
in reference to any justification pleaded before them. He declined 
to answer even for himself. It is proved that he was chairman 
of a meeting which, in our opinion, constituted a breach of 
discipline, and he has conducted his case in a very marked and 
strong manner, evidently to the last maintaining the opinion that the 
President and members of the Council were prejudiced against him. 
We think the case was proved against him before the Council. We 
will not alter the sentence the Council passed upon him, and we affii’m 
that sentence. As I said before, had he taken another course — had he 
honestly and fairly said, “ I was present at the meeting, but here are 
my excuses for it, ” the case might have been very different ; in such 
case I doubt -svlietlier the sentence would have been passed upon 
him at all. Though we are very far from thinking, as has been 
maintained by the President, that tlie opinion of the Council, as 
stated by them on their minutes should be accepted by us as final, 
yet, when we find they were right, and that the student in their 
presence was insubordinate, and, to the last, persisted in his allegations, 
it is our bound en duty to uphold them in maintaining the discipline of 
the College. 

Now, the cases of the four scholars present features undoubtedly of a 
different character — a marked difference of character in one respect — 
the whole four scholars themselves answered in every way as to the 
part they took at the respective meetings. They concealed nothing 
respecting their own conduct. Mr. Hennessy occupies a very honoured 
position in the College. He has received honours repeatedly, and is 
senior scholar in chemistry, and there remained, on foot of that, £2i to 
come to him as a prize. 

He said he was present at the meeting of the 22nd February, and 
he said at the meeting that he approved of the resolutions that were 
passed. As we read the minutes I would undoubtedly have taken 
that what he said to the Coimcil was — “I apiU’oved of the resolutions 
that were put to the meeting of the 22nd.” His statement to-day is, 
that what he meant to say was, the resolutions beiug put before him, 
'‘I do now approve of them.” It is to be borne in mind, however, 
that as against him there is no evidence but his own, and he has 
suffered a very severe sentence, beyond all doubt, in being de2')rived 
of his scholarship. 

He occupies a position of course of importance, the Council having 
power to assign him to aid the professors in the discharge of their duty. 
He was not at the meeting of the 7th March— as to which, in this case, 
the Council minute is undoubtedly erroneous ; and with respect to that 
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error in the miiuite, I will say no more than this — that you cannot 
command absolute perfection in taking notes of the proceedings of a 
college council any more than before any other tribunal, such error's 
constantly occur. We have considered Mr. Hennessy’s manner 
and denieanour here to-day giving evidence, and there is much 
to be said for him. W^e have no reason to doriht the truthfulness 
of his evidence, and we differ with the Council in the extent of their 
sentence, as we think, in the case of Mr. Hennessy, it would be a greal 
pity to take his scholarship from him. We will not deprive him of his 
scholarship. We think that the ends of justice will be fully satisfied 
by having a fine inflicted on him of r£2, the same as was inflicted 
on Mr. O’Callaghan and Mr. Kearney. 

Both of these sentences on Mr. O’Callaghan and Mr. Kearney we 
confirm, and we alter Mr. Hennessy’s sentence into the simple fine of 
two pounds. We think the discipline of the College will not be 
interfered with or placed in danger by this course, but that Mr. Heri- 
nessy ■will himself see the importance of adhering to the rule, which 
for the future will, T hope, be adliered to in this College — that meetmgs 
outside the College, -rvitliout the consent of the President, will not be 
persisted in; and so I- think the decision of the Council may well 
stand with this modification. 

There now remains but the case of Mr. M’Sweeny. 

He stands in a very favourable position, undoubtedly, in this way— 
that he was only present at the second meeting — that of the 7th March 

and we are very much struck by his manner here to-day. He is 

fined a small sum, but it is not really the amount of the fine, that 
makes much matter in these cases, it is the fact of being fined at all 
that is of importance to the student. Now, this second meeting was 
a very peculiar one, it had nothing in common with the meeting of the 
22ncl February at all. It appears that Mr. Collins, whose name we 
have all read of, whose reputation was very great, being connected with 
this city, having perished in remote regions of the earth, and his re- 
mains being brought to this city, it was considered that the students 
should take part in the funeral procession to do him honour— most 
rightly and most properly. The authorities and the people of all classes 
in Cork united, no matter what opinions they held, in paying a tribute 
of respect to his remains. It was a natural feeling really that the 
students of the college should join in a movement of the same character, 
and it is a remarkable thing that the President himself convened a 
meeting of students on the 8th March for the same purpose. How- 
ever, on the 7th March, some students ill-advisedly or incautiously 
put an advertisement into the papers, of a meetmg to be held that 
day, in the Barrack-street band-room, a,nd, undoubtedly, it was not a 
wise thing for students to assemble there. I do not say that it is not 
a very respectable place for artisans to meet, and converse, and read, 
but it is much better always that students should meet within the 
walls of the college, than without it. Perhaps, also, it was unfor- 
tunate to have selected for the meeting of the 7th March the place 
where the meetmg of the 22nd February was held ; but at all events 
Mr. M'Sweeny was attracted to this meeting it would seem by curiosity 
rather than by any other feeling. It would appear that a gi-eat number 
of the students of the college there, thought it would be a wiser and 
better thing to have the meeting held inside the walls of the college, and 
apparently the meeting did nothing but merely assemble and adjourn. 

Now, this tests very severely the question of the legality of meetings 
outside the college — very severely indeed — and if it were the only meet- 
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ing lu question here, there being no meeting of the 22nd February 
and the students were punished heavily for the meeting of the 7th 
March, we should have very seriously to consider whether the sentences 
could be upheld. We think in the case of Mr. M'Sweeny it would 
have been a better thing simply to say to him at the meeting of the 
Council * You should not have attended that meeting, but we do 
not intend to fine you.” 

We tliink that the fine should be removed, and that he should be 
simply warned not to attend meetings outside the college, without the 
consent of the President. 

All the cases in which ajipeals have been brought before us, and in 
which we thought it right to hold this extraordinary visitation, have 
now been disposed of. 

can only express the hope that out of these proceedings 
will grow and prevail a better state of discipline in the colllege than 
appears to have prevailed a short time before the 18th March, and that 
the idea of disobeying the Council, or overwhelming it, will be given 
up, by any persons who are so wicked as to make the attempt or try 
to induce others to do so, and that the students of the college will 
settle down to their work, by which they will be able to maintain its 
reputation, and to advance themselves in life.’ It is a pity that an- in- 
stitution that wins the approval of every one that sees it — and the 
oftener I see it the greater interest I take in its success — should be 
perilled for one moment by angry feelings, or anything like dissension 
between any section of the students and the President and Coimcil. It 
is essential — and I say it from experience — above all things, to the 
well-being of the student himself that good relations should prevail be- 
tween himself and the heads of the college. They are there for advice 
and for assistance, and if the Council were more leant upon than they 
are, and if violence and insubordination were abandoned, I think things 
would mtich improve here ; but it is perfectly plain that if an opposite 
course is pursued, and such things as we have heard of continue to be 
carried on, the Council must only discharge its duty, and prevent any 
I’epetition of those breaches of disci])line, which must bring disaster on 
the students, and on the college equally. 

The proceedings then terminated.
